The need for cloth picture books is still acute, and this start of a new 
line of $1 cloth books will be welcome. The same quality muslin, non-toxic boilfast 
colors and firm stitching are used as in their standard series...The ABC book has 
been revised from the one published in 1945. In the main it follows a recognizable 
selection of easily identified objects, though one questions recognition of the picture 
identified as Road, and the Violin is a casual looking one at best....The Snowman seems 
oddly dated as a summer publication and will perhaps be more saleable next winter.

* The emotional power of recognition between those who love one another is 
® portrayed with tender humor in this story of little William and his mother. Question; 
"Can you tell me from everyone else in the world?" "Certainly," mother replies as 


she places a pie in the oven. At this point William embarks on a little detective 

game in which the reader will participate, assuming the forms of various animals, 
challenging his mother to distinguish him from the others. In each case some detail 
gives him away--the only mouse with mittens, the only song-bird who stands on his 
head, the only skunk with an ascot. Fun from cover to cover picking out the features 
which distinguish William in the gay illustrations.

Various types of parades are listed and then concludes with a suggestion that the 
best of all parades are the ones organized by the young reader,himself. Fluidly drawn 
pictures, brightened with a touch of delicate blue, gracefully adorn the text which 
somehow misses the full vitality which the subject of parades suggests.

A study in group superiority is this zany account of a moose, a cow, and a 
horse, all of whom assume that the others are of their own species. Only when they 
see their reflections in a stream do they acknowledge that there are differences; but 
each one convinced that he is uniquely beautiful. The cartoon-line illustrations of 
the author are more humorous than they are attractive, which keeps this charming fable 
from being as completely successful as its text promises.

While labelled 
a Picture Book, the pictures with their crude drawings and colors tend to suggest the 
comic strip techniques, while the text lacks little of the violence and cruelty that dis- 
tinguishes most versions of these ancient tales and fails to convey the imaginative 
quality and the glamor that usually offset the other aspects. With the wide choice of 
editions, available at all prices, this seems to have little to offer.

* It takes the facility of the prolific Syd Hoff to endow an enormous, stubbled 
gorilla with the elegance of an international dignitary. But this is the nature of 
Julius, an animal who willingly accompanies the Safari-going Smiths--Davy and his father-- 
back to civilization and the circus. His is a complacent enough captivity, with one 
brief exception. Syd Hoff's cartoon illustrations of Julius and his coterie are at once 
subtle and hilarious, containing a unique blend of bland absurdity taken to the point of 
irresistible nonsense. A simple,well chosen vocabulary introduces the urbane Julius -to 
the very early reader.

The penalty of the race they propose is so dire that they explore 
every possibility which will prevent them being the last one home, and, consequently, "a 
green pig". Ripping across a world washed with green and red, the two animals employ 
their own momentum, plus the momentum of every available vehicle. The young reader is 
painlessly introduced, not only to the mannerism of monkeys and ducks, but also to a voca- 
bulary which features trucks, boats, planes, horses, busses and bicycles. Clarence Hurd,

* Four episodes in the life of Little Bear, each abounding in that tender and 
gracious humor which distinguishes Else Minarik's hero from the usual run of teddy bears:- 
Little Bear embarks on a fishing trip, Little Bear gets and loses the hiccups, Little Bear 
welcomes Father Bear home from sea, and finally, Little Bear has an encounter with a 
mermaid. Maurice Sendak's mannered Victorian illustrations add a dimension of charm to 
the menage of animals which include a particularly beguiling owl, a cat, a duck, and of 
course, mama and papa bear. A simple but elegant vocabulary and a reassuring atmosphere 
of ‘maa tenderness make this an ideal selection for the apprentice reader.

This 
story of a dog's struggle for survival and a master's fierce determination to save his pet 
are woven into the rich fabric of life along the Chesapeake, the tempo of its waters, the 
rigors of its forests.

Games are sug- 
gested to use these faculties as a playing field of invention. And in a parable he 
indicates that posing a problem and working out a solution can lead to something 
practical.

Life in the United States is hard for the family: living 
accommodations are poor, the work is hard, and finally death claims the younger 
Sanchez child, the beautiful Rosa. Filled with anger and rebellion at this country 
whose language and ways he cannot understand, Pablo shuts love from his heart, until- 
with the help of understanding teachers and friends~ he finds the security which 
comes from being able to communicate in a common language. Pablo's development and 
his resolution to return to Mexico and reenter the United States on a legal basis, 
his ardent wish to become a citizen, make up the dramatic core of this sympathetic 
and persuasive exposition of the Mexican's predicament in Western United States.

Illustrated in color by W. T. Mars, 
this is a book which will be read more for the factual content it contains than for 
any particular excitement written into it.

* The author, who has written for children of all ages, tells here a story 
set in the blueberry barrens of Maine during the First World War. It is the despair 
of eleven-year old Blanche, that while the rest of the family are picking berries, 
she must remain at the Camp, keeping house and looking after baby, since she is 
notoriously a poor picker. Her experiences, which include an encounter with a bear, 
falling down a well, and taming an unmannerly contemporary, teach her the valor of 
her own courage. A homey story which girls will like and which illuminates the 
relative obscurity of a time and place in American life.

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Jinny's convincing enthusiasm for animals is sustained throughout the book, but Jinny, 
herself, broadened by experience and a new found appreciation of the opposite sex, is able 
to redirect her interest to a more practical and altruistic end. Florence Musgrave, author 
of Robert £., concocts a highly likeable heroine constructed in equal parts of mischief, 
ingenuity, vulnerability and humanity, an ideal heroine for a story which pivots closely 
about the pre-adolescent's devotion to animals.

Conspiring with a 
beautiful girl, who gives her a magic ring, she wishes him back. When the fairy turns out 
to be Uncle Ned's sweetheart with whom he has had a misunderstanding, Becky is irate, but 
love turns out to be the most potent magic and through the young couple's devotion to each 
other, all of Becky's wishes ultimately come true. A charming story which flirts discreetly 
with fantasy and contains within it much charming detail of life in rural America at the 
start of the nineteen hundreds.

The junior high school which Chinese Margaret Dong attends reflects the adult 
animosities which riddle the town, and as class president, Margaret attempts to resolve 
the tension. By means of channelling the cultural currents of each group--the returning 
Nisei, the Chinese educated Chinese-American, the Caucasian--she creates a community made 
richer rather than poorer by diversity.

Set in a Swedish community in North Dakota and subsequently in contemporary

of ancient songs, has something of the primal ferocity with which the first Embla 
mothered the universe. When Embla's father dies, she accompanies the old Madame 
Svalan--a celebrated singer--back to Sweden as her secretary. Here she becomes the 
buffer between Stig and Svalan, between whom exists a mysterious animosity. Each 
considers the other the Devil's advocate, each begs the girl to forsake the other, 
each harbors a tormented love for the heroine. When Embla discovers a beautiful 
girl--her own image in a more subtle form--sleeping in a deathlike trance in the 
tower of Svalan's villa, she realizes that she has come upon the incubus who would 
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drain away the life of her beloved Stig. An eerie sojourn through the poignant beauty 

of Stockholm and the Swedish countryside, this novel is uneven in quality. Ranging from

This is a collection of fifteen short stories by a new Negro writer, which was 
first published in England. Written in Negro dialect, in a deceptively simple style, 
these very brief stories mainly concern the Jessup family - James, deacon in his church, 
his son Aaron, their friends - and are told from their several viewpoints. The author has 
a method here he calls “signifying” (the title of one of the stories) which involves 
calling attention to the unremarkable in a situation and which results in an extremity of 
ironic understatement. This approach can be very humorous but often produces merely a 
heightening of the trivial and many of the stories are of little consequence. Covering 
many phases of Negro life and various moods the collection presents: Suzie Q. who caused 
the narrator to lose his job, weight, and landed him in jail; a razor fight in B:g Boy; 
the death of a young boy who was caught in quick-sand in 7he Dozens; the deacon's effort 
to get his girl out of trouble in A Sound of Screaming; and the longest piece, Schooil- 
days in North Caroiina, the only obviously autobiographical story. There is an introduction 
by Robert Graves.

A stinging portrait of a small group of deviates in London makes satiric, but 
not necessarily amusing, use of its material, always a questionable target. “Quean” bee 
is Patrick, fantastically wealthy but aware that he is aging (although he still felt "the 
very same boy who had come down from Oxford") and he is instrumental in bringing a young 
protege to London- Nicholas Milestone. Nicholas never reaches his room in Chelsea Square 
but is taken to Patrick's iuxurious flat; his career is also in abeyance- and he realizes 
that Patrick, a commanding, cajoling, conniving despot, will give him everything, permit 
him nothing. A number of other equally odious if iess opulent figures move in and out of 
Patrick's orbit:-a dress designer who thinks of starting a fashion magazine; a portraitist;

Ben Archer, a novelist who does screen scripts to keep a jump ahead of insol- 
vency, knows that "the center of the universe was somehow in the house and if he could 
hold his house in order, all else would survive". This is very complicated by his three 
daughters, his placatory wife and the ripple on ripple of conditions all five impose. 
Hallie's science problems, Abigail's unexpected interest in a young astronomer, Mazzie's 
youthful contributions to his obstacles are part of his attempts to work on his novel 
about an early American's search for a new way of living (which has its repercussions 
among the older girls' classmates - and their parents), to finish a science-fiction script, ©} 
and to face twentieth-century man's fumble-fingered efforts to exist.

This novel of Napoleon begins with his divorce from Josephine, takes into 
account his affair with Maria Walewska, and, ending with the defeat at Waterloo, is 
primarily focused on his marriage to the Hapsburg Marie Louise. It is a favorable 
picture - of Marie Louise winning Napoleon's respect - and love, earning his mother's 
admiration, dealing with Josephine's arrogance unequivocally, treating Walewska as 
a friend, amazing the Court and Paris with her bravery during the Russian Campaign. 
It shows the reasons for her flight to Austria, even making excuses for her betrayal 
of Napoleon with the Count von Niepperg. Marie Louise's story is necessarily set 
against Napoleon's military career although his battles, strategy, victories and 
defeats are not accorded minute tactical examination, and the whole offers another 
look at one part of the Napoleonic legend from a discriminative viewpoint. Serious 
students may argue but the casual reader will find this historical fictionalizing 
steady-going.

WHEN THE SHIP SANK $3.95 


A sink and swim drama is based on the torpedoing of a passenger ship- the 
Flavia- and counts the noses of a number of the passengers, particularly six of its 
most beautiful girls and women, in and out of the water. Mr. Macgregor, who ob- 
viously thought he was on literary terra firma by using the Grand Hotel device and 
applying it to A Night to Remember has salvaged very little from his predecessors. 
Frances Longmuir, an assured young woman; Venetia, her sheltered and skittish room- 
mate; Marie Davalon, a screen star, whose torso has brought her fame; Bessie Schenk, 
a grandmother; Doris Dicton, a bored and negligent wife and mother; and Laura May, 
a young girl, are among those who either go down- or manage eventually to climb aboard 
a lifeboat, eventually to be picked up by a small boat, the Polly Cut. Their lives 
are saved- only momentarily- when the Polly Cut is sunk, and probably the last 
casualty is the reader.

THE MILLS OF COLNE $4.50 


1837-1838 were in the midst of the economic depression that was widespread 
in England and this novel, rooted in the Poor Law, the Chartist movement and the 
Anti-Corn Laws, explores the events in growth of industry in Colne, in the North. 
Robert Shaw leaves John Phillips’ corn mill to work for Nicholas England, a progres- 
sive and liberal cotton-spinning mill owner. Falling in love with Nicholas’ sister, 
Anna, he is spurred to independent operation. A partnership with his brother-in- 
law Joe Hoyle, an opportunist who has dared to experiment with gaslight, is based 
on power looms and before they can open up there are riots, destruction and the 
' crippling of other mills. Guided by Nicholas and making use of Anna's ideas, Shaw 
is able to start his factory in peace, to be rid of Joe when he would institute a 
fraudulent insurance claim, and to head into an assured future - with Anna. Sober 
in pace and tone, this posits its fiction on a solid basis of fact. (10:59-10682)

THE SHORT END OF THE STICK And Other Stories $3.95 


Irving Shulman is the author of The Amboy Dukes, The Big Brokers and 
several other novels including the recent The Velvet Knife. This collection of nine 
short stories, full of detail which turns out to be insignificant, leaves the 
impression of a certain aimlessness and lack of cohesiveness. The title story 
involves two Syrian boys enrolled in a mediocre college in a midwest town, feeling 
patronized and rejected, who go off on a tear with the local white trash and a Negro 
trying to pass; Summit Meeting is a conclave of businesslike hoodlums in a fantasy 
California setting; The Frost of Kindness has descended upon a poor little rich boy, 
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miserable, tangling in the tension between his globe-trotting parents; and in the un- 
convincing Ten Days in Miami a New York garment worker wins a raffle which sends him to 
Florida, to his son and daughter-in-law who guiltily feel that his visit is only an 
intrusion. More effectively realized are Apple License in which a young producer joins 
the rat race supposedly to salvage his screenplay, actually to save his job; and Tears 
to Drown the Wind which demonstrates the erosion of a ten year old marriage through un- 
nameable tensions, unreasoning antagonisms.

* Arthur Roth's first novel, A Terrible Beauty. published last year, was well- 
received and indicated a talent which this second book confirms. Lacking the continuity 
of a novel, more than a series of related short stories, the book is divided into chapters 
each concerned with a different incident, involving the same characters in an ordnance 
company of the Irish Free State Army during World War II. There is Lieut. Percival Pettigo, 
the company adjutant, a petty failure, desperate to make a name for himself, continuously 
out of touch with his troops and the object of much scorn; the veteran soldier, Knave 
O'Hanlon, an incurable kleptomaniac, dedicated to outwitting his betters and sometimes 
his friends; Fitzhenry whose moods seemed unfathomable and who joined the army as an at- 
tempted escape from an unhappy love affair; and the Slater McGurk, youngest and newest to 
the company, an innocent who had the right instincts, but often found himself the instrument 
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of the Knave's machinations and who was most affected in the end, when the company 
broke up, by the loss of his comrades and "a life that had passed forever". Written 
with facility, this manages to range through the classic Irish situations investing 
them with both pathos and humor.

Jigger Whitchet is an American Negro and this is the story of his 
soldiering in England and France in World War II with the emphasis on his private 
war with the Army. Jigger, a small, sad man who dreams of being a big businessman 
like the East St. Louis bookie he had worked for, is constantly in trouble, perma- 
nently resurgent and always victorious. He makes a lot of money in crap games and 
more by lending it to fellow soldiers; he accidentally becomes a hero in an English 
and a French town; he diverts U. S. supplies to both places; he captures a company 
of German soldiers; he unwittingly causes the downfall of two of his commanding 
officers; he ends up, with dreams come true, in Pariswitha Negro madam to share 
them with him. Dialect, dialogue and situations seem based in actuality but the 
episodic quality weakens the continuity and only the character of Jigger emerges 
clearly.

Hutton, Edward David McKay 
NAPLES AND CAMPANIA REVISITED $7.50 


Hutton's books on Italy are better known to the English travelers than the Am- 
erican, but the scarcity of reading material about Naples and its surrounding countryside 
makes evident the need for this book, the first written since the war, with enough of the 
changes wrought by war to make it immediate in its value. Hutton finds the changes more 
those caused by trippers, motor cars, the mechanical noises - and the Americans,, than by 
the damage caused by war itself. But Naples has its side streets and allies, its Tuscan 
gate and market much as they've always been, and the incomparable Bay and landscape offset 
the witches’ cauldron of the city itself. Hutton balances his sharing of things to see 
with background of history and the contributions made at successive periods, from the early 
Greek settlements, through the invading Barbarian hordes, to successive conquests- Norman, 
Hohenstaufens, the Angevins, the House of Aragon, the Viceroys of the Spanish crown, the 
Austrians, Joseph Bonaparte - and at last United Italy. From the city itself, he stems 
out to the campania, to Vesuvius and its environs, to Casttellammare, Sorrento, Amalfi, 
Ravello, to Capri, the famous abbeys and monasteries, and finally to Benevento. Rich in 
tradition and history, in color and drama, here is the southern reach of Italy.

CUBA: Island of Paradox #5 .00 


The New York Times' Cuban correspondent has done a first-rate, carefully org- 
anized, objectively presented survey of turmoil-ridden, troubled Cuba. More than twenty 
years on the spot have won her affectionate respect for the quixotie Cuban temperament, 
knowledge and understanding of their way of life, sympathy and warmth of interpretation. 
In her record she goes back to 1931 and the advent of the Machado dictatorship; she in- 
cludes the coup d’etat of Batista, the regimes of Grau San Martin and Socarras, and con- 
cludes with the triumph of Fidel Castro. She pictures the Cubans as a volatile, fiercely 
proud people who cannot accept the fact that their economy and fate are forever tied to 
the United States. They admire American ways and democratic principles and hate American 
influences in their social and political life. Violently anti-Batista, Mrs. Phillips never- 
theless is somewhat sceptical in her faith in Castro. She feels his economic policy may 
blow up in his face and result in the rich ultimately owning everything. While she admits 
that Castro did not enlist Communist support, she is wary of his laxity towards them since 
his victory. But she feels that for the first time Cubans have a chance to establish true 
libertarian principles and that this may mature them to acceptance of rational social and 
economic democracy. For the United States she has harsh criticism- we have antagonized 
democratic elements in all Latin America by support of dictators; we have ignored the Red 
drive for the liberals and lower classes. The importance of her book is not only that 
Cuba is newsworthy, but a sign in the rising liberal-nationalist tide in Latin America. 
She pleads that we not repeat our mistakes...underrating the Castros, pacifying the dic- 
tators. The writing is the crisply factual style of the professional journalist, sophisti- © 
cated and with sharp integrity.

Aldridge, Alfred Owen Lippincott 
MAN OF REASON: The Life of Thomas Paine $6.00 


Based on much hitherto unpublished material, this carefully documented 
study of Thomas Paine is perhaps the definitive biography of the author of The 
Rights of Man and The Age of Reason, pamphleteer, inventor, indiscreet diplomat and 
a disinterested and egotistical hero of both the American and French Revolutions. 
Described by Gouverneur Morris as having "an excellent Pen to write but a poor Head 
to think," Paine, born in England in 1737, son of a stay-maker, came to America in 
1774 with letters from Benjamin Franklin, his friend, and at once plunged into re- 
volution, helping unify the country by his pamphlets, Common Sense, advising Washington 
and serving less gloriously in the army. Going to France in 1787 to find money for 
an iron bridge he had built, he again became involved in upheaval and in 1791 he 
published his Rights cf Man, a glorification of the pfinciples of the French Revolu- 
tion. Disillusioned when thrown in prison and nearly executed, he left France and in 
1797 published The Age of Reason, an attack on organized religion as opposed to deism, 
which brought him violent notoriety as an atheist, which he was not. Lazy, brilliant, 
fond of brandy, the friend of Franklin, Jefferson and other great men, he was also 
slothful and inordinately vain; he himself ended his American prestige in 1797 by an 
open letter castigating Washington; in 1802, no longer famous but not impoverished, 
he died in Baltimore. Factual rather than exciting, this meaty book, fruit of years 
of research, fails to capture the vivid personality of its protagonist but as a 
historian's biography it is a valuable and much needed addition to the basic docu- 
ments of American history. In no way intended for casual reading, it should find a 
permanent place in historical and larger public libraries.

THE WAR FOR THE UNION: The Improvised War 1861-62 $7.50 


This is Vol. 5 of Ordeai of the Union, Nevins' projected 10 volume survey 
of America from the Mexican War to the end of Reconstruction. In 1947 the first 
two volumes appeared, in 1950 with The Emergence of Lincoln, the second two. Four 
volumes- of which this is the fifth- will compass the years of war. Here we have 
the first blundering steps, the reluctance to face first the inevitability of actual 
warfare, second the conviction that war, if it came,would be short. Then- following 
Sumter- came the period of uncertainty regarding border states, where neutrality 
could not endure, but where local civil war split families and friends for years. 
Preparation was spasmodic and unorganized, improvisation stemming from reluctance 
and inexperience. Leadership fumbled and collapsed. In the Army, Scott proved too 
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old, McClellan's mask of self confidence covered profound self-distrust, lesser officers 
proved of mediocre quality or worse, 90-day enlistments and drafting a three year army 
came head on into conflict with state pride and the policy of state militias. Equipment 
was inadequate, transportation and communication still in a stage of infancy, the at- 
mosphere in Washington was electric with disunity, some pushing for more speed, others 
stumbling and hesitant, and Lincoln bucking his warmongering Seward, at odds with his 
Cabinet, slow to seize the reins of power. But at the first grim year's close, when the 
Union saw more of failure than achievement, the appointment of Stanton marked a step 
forward in statesmanship. The President was taking over direction. Once again, as in 
the earlier volumes, Nevins shows his ability to hold the threads of a many faceted per- 
formance in his hands, to keep the emphases where they belong, to etch sharply the moods, 
the regional differences, and to make the human factors come alive-key figures in a giant 
struggle.

Fleming, Peter Harper 
THE SIEGE OF PEKING $4.00 


* This is an extremely able, urbane account of the Boxer Rising by the author of 
Operation Sea Lion and several earlier books. Sixty years ago, in 1900, a force of the 
clandestine, popular movement of Chinese peasants known as the Boxers besieged the diplo- 
matic representatives of eleven countries in their Peking Legations and the armed forces 
of eight countries took part in the relief. As part of the exaggerated European reports of 
the deaths of the diplomats and their families it was assumed at the time that the siege 
was simply the result of the Chinese capacity for folly and evil. Fleming undertakes to 
demonstrate that actually it was a project to which the Manchu Dynesty and the Empress 
Dowager devoted their main energies. He traces the causes of nineteenth century anti-for- 
eign feeling in China due mainly to the often deplorable conduct of the European nations © 
and the anachronistic structure of the Manchu Dynesty which had been in power since 1644 
when they ousted the Mings. He describes the ineptness of the handling of the land relief 
forces under Sir Edward Seymour who set out on their "adventure" replete with f11l1 dress 
uniforms. He explains the bizarre state of diplomatic affairs within the beseiged legation 
walls and the curiously myopic behavior of the members of the foreign community in 
Peking who had been receiving reports of Boxer massacres and uprisings for two years pre- 
ceding the main event. The siege lasted for 55 days, the Boxers having been aided by the 
Chinese Imperial Army, and before a treaty was signed in September of 1901 the German 
minister had been killed. China was once again forced to pay an indemnity. A deftly exe- 
cuted handling of some nineteenth century blundering. (1C:59-10580)

And this third of the seasonal books (Fisherman's Spring in '513 Fisherman's Winter 
in '54) has much of the same magic. But it has something else, important today:- a 
thoughtful, objective analysis of what is changing in the world of fish and fishing, 
due to industry's pollutions, to careless spraying for insect menaces, to harnessing 
the waters for power. He writes not too discouragingly, of the adaptation of the 
fish to new conditions, of finding new areas, new pools, of making changes in tackle, 
and of learning how to gauge the changing habits. Summer for him extends from the 
first warm day in June to the first gales of September, and while lakes are off, 
streams at the low have special pleasures to offer. One chapter reaches back into 4 
history of explorers, from Vancouver on, and their singular density about the North- 
west's fishing potentials. He writes too of the Indians, slow to accept the white 
man's tools and ways, having their own spirit of conservation. And the balance- and 
main body of the book- is a sharing of fishing experiences, largely in his home 
stream, The Campbell, but ranging as far as the Arctic tundra streams, the streams of 
the prairies, a salt water cruise, beach fishing, and discovery and rediscovery of 
new waters.

In opposition 
to revisionist historiography which holds that Lincoln and Douglas only seemed to differ 
on the question of the prohibition of slavery in the national territories the author, 
Professor at Ohio State University, presents the thesis that “had not Lincoln challenged 
Douglas in 1858 there would probably have been no subsequent crisis or at least none of 
the same nature". In dealing with the political causes of the Civil War the fundamental 
position of the revisionist historians is that slavery would not have gone into the 
territories whether prohibited by law or not. This position judges Lincoln severely and 
to refute his condemnation the author traces Lincoln's political principles "from his re- 
entry into politics in 1854 until and through the Senate campaign against Douglas in 1858".

He also met- and married- Esther- and the birth of their first 
child coincided with the publication of his novel, The Face of the Deep (World- 1953) 
It is unfortunately true that disability faces still another handicap- and that sympathy 
does not necessarily result in active readership.

After the last war the American author of this charming and sympathetic 
book on modern Greece received a series of grants to study Athenian archaeology and 
mediaeval Pelopennesian fortifications, the results of this study being published. 

In this beautifully written account of his Grecian experiences the author tells little 
of archaeology or Athens and nothing of fortresses, but writes instead of his own non- 
tourist wanderings on foot or by bus. Sleeping often where he found himself at night, 
treading grapes and attending village feasts, encountering many discomforts, some 
dangers and great kindliness, he made friends with peasants and scholars, brigands 

and shepherds, with victims of the war invasions and with ex-members of the Resistance 
who had killed many men; worried by bitter and uninformed Greek suspicion of American 
aid he tried, not too successfully, to allay the Greek dislike of America and bring 
about better methods of American relief administration. A book for more comprehensive 
public and lending libraries, this clear and readable volume should appeal to lovers 
of Greece and of minor adventure in foreign lands; because of its unbiased point of 
view it should be required reading for Congressional committees on American foreign 
aid and relations.

A year after the king's marriage to the pallid Maria Teresa, Infanta of 
Spain, young Louis' eyes wandered and finally set upon the seventeen year old Louise, 
maid of honor to his sister-in-law. Although Louis was to discard her after a 
liaison of eight years, Louise never wavered in her affection and loyalty to her lover 
even though he humiliated her by demanding she share her home with her successor, 
Mme. de Montespan. Louise accepted this indignity with considerable grace and after 
several years retired to the peace of a Carmelite convent. In addition to the account 
of the dalliances of the French king, the lives and loves of other court notables fill 
in the background of an elegant, elaborate era- so that while the biography is es- 
sentially that of the lovely Louise de la Valliere- she shares the spotlight with a

For here is Africa- not an Africa 
set in contrast with Europe (for Robin and Tilly, her parents, were English)- but an 
Africa deeply experienced with all a child's senses, with her imagination, with her com- 
plete acceptance. Even the interrelations of the adults, recorded in conversations re- 
membered, if not wholly understood at the time, come through the child's understanding. 
The natives became her friends: her pets included a couple of chameleons, a sturdy and 
scarred pony, a wild duiker.

Niebuhr, Reinhold Scribner 
THE STRUCTURE OF NATIONS AND EMPIRES $5.00 


This is a far-reaching "study of the recurring patterns and problems of the © 
political order in relation to the unique problems of the nuclear age". Dr. Niebuhr 

begins by examining the political structure of Russia and the United States, nations which 

have achieved imperial power and yet condemn imperialism - for different reasons. He sees 
Russian Communism as having effectively reconstructed, in utopian terms, the oldest 
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imperialism in history. He then considers the philosophies of authority in the 
Islamic and Christian empires and the development of dominion and community parti- 
cularly in Western Christendom in order to disclose both the difference and. the 
similarities between traditional communities and modern democracies. He refutes 
the 18th century notion that the authority of government is supplied in the modern 
world purely by rational consent and he discusses the foreign policy failures of 
liberal democracy, based on a “vague universalism" and consideration for the “com- 
munity of mankind" which leaves little room for the “configurations of power and 
authority which develop in history between the nation and the universal community". 
He regards as the "lesser culprits of history" the "bland fanatics of western civi-- 
lization who see the highly contingent achievement of our culture as the final form 
and norm of human existence” and whose policies are exemplified in the irrelevant 
dogmatism of the West in the Middle East.

Harriet Bosse was the famous Swedish dramaturgist's third wife- very 
briefly so- and she has contributed connecting and explanatory notes to these letters 
which have been translated by the editor (also the translator of Strindberg's last 
play). Prior to this marriage in 1901, Strindberg had been mentally as well as 
physically ill- and certainly the relationship with Harriet Bosse, who became a 
famous actress, brought- judging from the letters- little serenity to his later years. 
The first letters are professional, formal, tutelary- but always effusive and ex- 
travagant; the later letters- during the separation- become vindictive and supplica- 
tory and are always tortured; but the correspondence continued until Harriet's re- 
marriage- their child, Lillan, a common bond.... Over and above the admirers of 
Strindberg, a minimal market at best, it is difficult to gauge American interest in 
this correspondence.

St. John, John SURGEON AT ARMS $3.95 


Captain Paul was attached to the British First Airborne Division which was 
dropped by parachute into Holland near Arnhem in September of 1944. His. detachment | 
had installed itself in a large Dutch hospital which soon came under German control 
and the staff was forced to operate without adequate supplies and equipment for the 
continually increasing stream of casualties. Dr. Paul, with the aid of the Dutch 
Resistance, helped some of the wounded to escape, including a brigadier posing as a 
corporal, until he was finally sent to a prisoner-of-war camp. Along with three 
others, he escaped, was sheltered by the Dutch Underground and there began a series 
of attempts to break through the lines with the assistance of Dutch farmers he des- 
cribes as “straightforward, blunt-spoken men who knew nothing of politics or | 
ideologies but were fired by a detestation of the invaders”. By January of '45 he was 
still hiding out and had concluded that the "whole Arnhem operation was a disaster 
and a military fiasco”. After a harrowing, halting journey he reached the British 
front lines and his story makes an absorbing addition to the literature of escape.

An interesting and thoroughly researched treatment of marvels of natural 
history by one of the best known science writers in America. The book is divided 
into five sections: Myth, Records in Stone, Oceanic Mysteries, Six Fabulous Islands, 
and Witnesses of the Past--which present fact and folklore about such unnatural and 
natural creatures as the unicorn, vegetable animals, pygmies, the abominable snowman,

serpents, the waitoreke from New Zealand, the "living fossil" fish, Latimeria, and others. 
It is a careful, systematic report on natural oddities that has lost much of the excite- @ 
ment and ignored some of the human interest that has been captured in Heuvelman's 0n The 
Track of Unknown Animals and Wendt's Out of Noah's Ark. Yet it presents the clearest 
account of the abominable snowman, shows how paleontologists work at recreating the original 
condition of their finds, tells of the machinations in the buying and selling of fossils, 
and gives a fascinating, reliable description of sea serpents, ending with Ley's opinion 
that there may yet be discovered a large unknown animal of the seas. For those who own 
Willy Ley's other books: The Lungfish, the Dodo, and the Unicorn; Dragons in Amber; and 
Salamanders and Other Wonders, from which this material was drawn, up-dated and added to,- 
this may not be a good buy. As an omnibus of exotic zoology, it is better written than 

the books mentioned above; and though more thorough in certain areas, not as comprehensive 
as these.
